I might  mention  that'  I am,  basing  my  calculations  on  the 
population  figures  sent  m©  by  the  Registrar-General,  viz.,  45,058; 
that  is  for  the  civil  inhabitants  of  the  town.  Previously  those  of  the 
Naval  and  Military  have  been  included  in  our  population,  which  was 
last  year  54,641.  Under  these  circumstances  I am  excluding  all 
service  deaths  that  have  been  registered  in  the  Borough. 

MORTALITY  IN  THE,  ARMY  AND  NAVY. 

The  attention  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  is  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  for  the  year  1915  the  Registrar-General  proposes  to  exclude  from 
his  returns  for  local  areas  the  deaths  of  all  members  of  the  armed 
forces  of  this'  or  other  countries,  and  not  only  of  those  dying  in  institu- 
tions, as  indicated  in  Tables  I.  and  III.  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  estimates  of  local  populations  now  distributed  are 
estimates  of  civilian  population  o,nly,  and  it  is  therefore  appropriate 
that  all  deaths  of  combatants  should  be  excluded  in  the  calculation  of 
death  rates  founded  upon  them. 

“ In  view  of  this  decision  it  will  be  in  order  for  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  to  act  similarly  in  the  preparation  of  Tables'  I.  and  III.  of 


the  Local  Government  Board.  It  will  usually  happen  that  thd 
difference  in  totals  thus  caused  will  be  almost  neghgible.

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  there  were  registered  in  the  district  1,080  births, 
which  include  those  at  the  Medway  Infirmary.  Of  this  number,  551 
were  males  and  529  were  females.  Deducting  those  born  in  tha 
district  and  belonging  to  other  places,  and  adding  those  born  away, 
but  belonging  here,  we  get  a^  grand  total  of  1,069,  and  on  these  figures 
I have  based  my  birth  rate.  Our  civil  population,  on  which  I am 
working  for  the  year,  is  45,058,  and  this  will  give  a birth  rate  of  23.7, 
as  against  22.7  for  the  previous  year.

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  have  been  101  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age. 
Last  year  there  were  124  (registered  for  the  same  age.)  Calculating  the 


peTcentage  of  these  deaths  to  every  thousand  born  during  the  year 
gives  94.4  as  the  number  dying;  last  year  the  figure  was  99.6.  Our 
Health  Visitor  calls  on  parents  that  have  had  infants,  keeps  records 
as  to  their  condition,  and  gives  advice  on  general  subjects  and  hints 
to  those  who  have  to  feed  them  artificially.  Those  who  are  delicate 
are  kept  under  observation  until  improvement  takes  place.  She  also 
notifies  to  the  Sanitary  Officers  any  condition  that  should  receive 
attention,  viz.,  in  regard  to  uncleanliness  in  the  house,  overcrowding, 
damp  conditions  in  bedrooms  and  houses  generally;  also  sees  that 
drains  are  kept  well  flushed,  and  whether  there  is  any  collection  of 
filth,  dust,  or  rubbish  in  back  yards  (or)  adjoining  courts  or  alleys. 
She  also  draws  attention  to  the  importance  of  obtaining  good  milk 
and  keeping  same  covered,  so  that  no  unnecessary  dust  or  dirt  may 
collect  on  same,  and  when  milk  cannot  be  digested,  advises  the  most 
suitable  artificial  food.

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  several  of  these  infants  might  have 
grown  to  maturity  had  their  circumstances  and  surroundings  been 
better  and  timely  advice  given  at  the  critical  period  when  they  were 
developing.  At  the  present  time  it  behoves  all  who  are  sufficiently 
qualified  and  conversant  with  infant  rearing  to  give  all  the  help 
possible,  and  especially  when  we  see  how  many  of  our  fellow  country- 
men are  fighting  for  the  preservation  of  our  nation.  They  are  our 
young  manhood,  and  also  the  picked  and  chosen  ones  in  reference  to^ 
good  health,  and  it  is  to  those  unborn  and  the  present  young  tO'  whom 
we  shall  look  for  the  building  up  of  our  forces  for  Naval  and  Mihtary 
services.

SCAELET  FEVER. 

During  the  year  139  cases  were  notified  tO'  me.  For  the  previous 
year  there  were  201  cases;  in  1913,  221;  and  1912,  357.  The 
character  of  the  disease  was  certainly  of  a mild  type,  and  there  were  no 
deaths.  The  peeling  in  many  cases  was  very  slight,  and  as  so  many 
cases  have  no  rash  when  coming  to  the  Hospital,  the  after-effects  point 
very  often  to  the  idea  that  Rubella  was  the  disease,  and  not  true 
Scarlet  Fever.  I had  a few  cases  sent  to  me  in  the  peeling  state  by 
teachers,  and  there  were  some  at  home  in  the  same  condition,  but 
the  other  memberSi  of  the  family  were  not  attacked ; in  fact,  I feel 
more  anxious  about  the  Otorrhcea  and  Rhinitis,  as  I certainly  consider 
there  are  more  cases  when  that  remains,  and  it  is  there  that  the 
infection  lies.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Of  tins  disease,  94  cases  were  notified  to^  me  during  the  year. 
Last  year  there  were  170;  in  1913,  155  ; and  in  1912,  171.  This  is 
a decided  drop  from  the  three  previous  years,  and  I sincerely  trust  it 
may  so  continue,  as  every  possible  precaution  has  been  taken  to 
prevent  spreading.  I have  found  several  carriers  by  swabbing  sus- 
picious cases  of  throat  inflammation,  and  have  taken  them  to  Hospital, 
and  had  throat  and  nose  properly  sprayed  with  disinfectant.  Some 
were  of  long  duration  before  the  bacteriological  examination  showed 
them  free. 

Dairies  receive  many  calls  to  see  that  they  get  proper  attention ; 
the  cows  also  are  inspected  regularly  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon,  who 
makes  a report  to  the  Health  Oommittee.  I find  a very  large  pro- 
portion, of  school  children  with  enlarged  tonsils,  and  those  that  come 
to  me  in  the  Hospital  nearly  always  have  them. 

Anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  on  application  at  the  Infectious 
Hospital  for  the  children  of  the  poorer  inhabitants,  and  swabs 
can  always  be  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone  for  bacterio- 
logical examination.

SMALLrPOX. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  during  the  year.  I 
have  noticed  from  the  return  kindly  sent  to  me  by  the  Vaccination 
Officer  that  615  children  were  vaccinated,  but  the  very  large  number 
of  427  were  exempted.  Should  we  have  any  cases  of  Small-Pox  in  this 
district,  they  will,  under  the  present  arrangmnents,  be  sent  to  St. 
William’s  Hospital  at  Rochester,  as  the  Alexandra  Hospital  at 
Wigmore  has  been  fitted  for  any  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis 
that  may  occur  in  the  Three  Towns. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

From  this  disease  there  were  twelve  deaths,  and  of  this  number 
three  were  under  one  year  of  age.  I have  had  no  very  large  number 
brought  to  my  notice  from  the  schools. 
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DIAREHCEA  AND  ENTERITIS. 

Together  there  were  from  these  diseases  15  deaths,  and  11  were 
under  one  year  of  age.  This  will  give  a death  rate  of  0.3  per  thousand 
of  population.  Special  attention  is  given  where  there  is  any  possibility 
of  manure  collecting,  or  vegetable  matter,  or  any  material  that  will 
attract  flies  and  so  enoourage  breeding  of  same,  also  tO'  thorough  and 
frequent  flushing  of  gutters  and  gullies.  Shops  that  sell  milk  also  have 
special  attention  paid  to  them,  as  to  their  cleanliness  and  the  covering 
of  the  milk,  which,  being  the  food  of  those  of  tender  years,  especially 
of  those  who  have  to  be  artificially  brought  up,  should  be  as  pure  and 
wholesome  as  possible. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

During  the  year  five  cases  of  the  above  were  notified  to  me,  of 
which  one  died,  and  three  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Hospital 
for  treatment.  Two  of  these  cases  had  eaten  shell-fish,  and  one  water- 
cress.

MEASLES. 

From  this  complaint  there  were  five  deaths  ; none  under  one 
year.  So  far  as  I am  able  to  judge  there  were  no  very  large  number 
of  cases  in  the  district.  Any  suspicious  children  at  school  were 
notified  to  me  by  teachers.  It  is  often  difficult  to  know  if  there  are 
many  cases,  as  owing  to  the  mildness  of  this  disease  many  parents 
never  call  in  a medical  man. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

I had  notified  to  me  as  belonging  to  the  civil  population  five  case®, 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Many  occurred  in  connection  with  the 
Naval  and  Militaiy  authorities.  The  majority  of  these  cases  are 
treated  at  the  Hospitals,  provided  for  the  Services,  and  due  accom- 
modation is  made  for  civilian  cases  at  the  Wigmore  Hospital.  Special 
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attention  is  given  to  cleanliness  and  disinfection  of  premises,  and  all 
contacts  are  sent  to  Fort  Pitt  Hospital  for  swabbing  before  returning 
to  their  occupation.

Of  these  cases,  84  were  of  the  lungs  and  23  other  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis ; of  the  total  number  there  were  55  deaths.  The  number 
notified  last  year  was  129.  There  are  many  advantages  gained  by 
the  compulsory  notification  of  this  disease,  as  the  Health  Visitor 
brings  to  my  notice  many  cases  of  dampness  in  the  house,  overcrowding 
and  sanitary  defects.  She  in  turn  is  able  to  point  out  to  the  patient 
the  advantages  of  fresh  air,  cleanliness,  and  form  of  diet  suitable,  and 
also,  if  possible,  the  advantages  of  separate  beds  and  sleeping  apart- 
ments. Great  good  is  done  by  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  situate  in 
our  midst,  as  there  all  cases  can  receive  expert  advice,  and  suitable 
cases  are  put  on  the  list  for  Sanatoria.  I must  personally  thank  Dr. 
Pearce  for  the  great  courtesy  shown  by  him  in  reference  to  any  cases 
I send  up  for  advice,  especially  in  reference  to  the  school  children. 
The  work  in  connection  with  the  Housing  Act  has  done  much  good, 
many  dirty  untenable  houses  having  been  taken  down,  courts  opened 
up,  and  thus  fresh  air  and  light  let  in.

This  work  takes  up  a large  proportion  of  the  Health  Visitor's 
time,  but  )I  am  satisfied  that  much  good  comes  from  her  visits  and 
advice,  and  many  mothers,  especially  the  younger,  always  welcome  her 
visits,  and  endeavour  to  carry  out  all  her  instructions,  which  are  so 
helpful  to  them  and  their  infants. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Enteric 
Fever  is  situated  in  Canterbury  Street,  near  to  the  Rainham  Road, 
and  has  been  kept  fairly  busy  during  the  year.  The  number  of  beds 
is  50.  The  Institution  is  for  those  who  have  not  the  accommodation 
to  isolate  infectious  diseases,  and  there  are  nurses  who  are  skilled  in 
the  nursing  of  these  cases.  With  such  a large  child  population  it  is 
important  to  give  efficient  isolation,  and,  at  times,  to  watch  contacts, 
after  removal  of  which  thorough  disinfection  of  premises  can  take  place. 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted  and  treated  53  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  92  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  3 of  Enteric.  There  are  many 
matters  that  require  consideration  at  the  Hospital;  but  for  the 
present,  expenditure  has  to  be  kept  low,  until  we  again  return  to 
normal  times.  The  Matron  and  Nurses  are  all  working  loyally  to  do 
every  thing  that  is  best  for  the  patients  and  the  town  generally.  There 
have  been  several  cases  admitted  and  treated  who  had  no  acuto 
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symptoms  of  Diphtheria,  but  were  found  to  be  carriers  of  the  disease, 
and  were  kept  in  until  negative  swabs  were  obtained. 

The  Alexandra  Hospital  at  Wigmore,  formerly  for  Small-Pox,  is 
now  being  used  for  Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis  for  the  Three  Towns, 
and  Rochester  Hospital  will  receive  any  Small-Pox  cases,  should  they 
occur. 

Milk  Supply. 

In  reference  to  the  above,  as  I noted  last  year,  a very  large 
amount  comes  into  the  district  from  various  parts  of  the  country, 
Eveiy  care  is  taken  to  see  that  all  depots  are  kept  in  a sanitary  con- 
dition, and  that  employees  also'  are  free  from  any  infectious  diseases 
and  in  a cleanly  condition.  Cows  are  inspected  by  the  Veterina.ry 
Surgeon,  to  see  that  their  condition  is  healthy  and  that  they  are  kept 
in  a clean  state;  the  condition  of  sheds  as  regards  drainage,  lime- 
washing,  due  ventilation,  and  sufficient  air  space,  is  supervised  by 
the  sanitary  staff,  who'  also  see  that  the  shops  where  milk  is  sold  by 
retail  are  kept  clean,  and  that^  the  vessels  are  properly  covered,  to 
prevent  contamination. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

are  regularly  visited  tO'  see  that  their  condition  is  satisfactory,  and  at 
present  they  are  all  in  a good  condition.  Their  licenses  are  only 
granted  from  year  to  year,  so  we  have  a.  certain  hold  over  them ; it 
therefore  behoves  all  tenants  to  follow  out  our  wishes  to  keep  them 
in  a sanitary  state.  We  have  adopted  new  regulations,  so  that  certain 
hours  are  defined  for  killing,  and  notice  has  to  be  given  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  so  that  he  may  make  his  visits  at  those  times. 

Any  premises  where  petroleum  is  stored  and  kept  for  sale  are 
visited,  and  before  a license  is  granted  the  distance  from  dwelling 
houses  is  measured,  and  the  storage  place  inspected. 

The  outlying  districts,  viz.,  Hempstead  and  Wigmore,  are  visited 
several  times  during  the  year.  The  water  is  now  laid  on  to  these 
parts,  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  induce  inhabitants  to  take  on  a 
pure  supply;  also  to  watch  the  various  odd  buildings  that  are  used 
for  habitation.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  tO'  show  intending  settlers 
the  necessity  of  erecting  brick  buildings.  Any  nuisances,  such  as 
keeping  of  pigs  too  near  habitations,  or  large  accumulation  of 
manure,  also  receive  attention.  This  part  of  the  Borough  is  very 
healthy,  and  many  of  the  inhabitants  spend  the  summer  months  there. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  still  carried  on  by  our  men,  and 
horses  and  carts  supplied  by  a contractor.  They  go  round  three  times 
a week,  which  is  considered  sufficient,  and  the  district  has  been  mapped 
out  afresh.  There  should  be  no  need  of  heaps  of  accumulated  rubbish 
at  the  back  of  premises.  The  householder  only  has  to  place  the  refuse 


in  a suitable  covered  vessel,  handy  for  the  men  to  take,  and  the  whole 
of  this  is  taken  to  a.  good  tip  by  the  side  of  the  River  Medway,  which 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Authority.  Suitable  bye-laws  are  now  in 
force,  both  for  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse. 


Rainfall. 

I am  showing  the  amount  of  water  that  has  fallen  for  the  year. 
The  water  supplied  by  the  local  Cbmpany  is  of  the  purest  quality,  but 
of  a hard  character,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  source  from  whence 
it  comes.

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Factories,  Workshops,  and  Workplaces. 

The  Sanitary  Staff  make  all  necessary  inspections  of  these 
places,  and  give  attention  to  the  various  orders  laid  down  by  the  Home 
Office.  The  number  of  inspections  made  was  184,  and  the  number 
of  defects  31,  viz.,  want  of  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  sanitary 
accommodation,  and  other  nuisances.  They  were  all  remedied  when 
notices  were  served.  The  various  trades  with  numbers  are  fully  shown 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.  There  were  notices  served  on 
several  outworkers’  premises,  where  clothing  is  taken  home  to  be 
finished;  it  is  important  that  these  receive  attention,  especially  in 
reference  to  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  also  that  no 
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infectious  disease  is  or  has  been  on  the  premises.  There  were  other 
cases  referred  to  the  Inspector,  and  also  reports  of  action  taken  sent 
to  him.  There  are  now  but  two  underground  bakehouses  in  use,  and 
they  are  very  carefully  watched ; the  others  are  now  out  of  use,  and 
will  not  again  be  certified. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

is  that  of  a water-borne  carriage  system,  and  still  keeps  in  good  working 
order.  There  are'  10,232  houses  connected  to  the  sewer.  Every  care 
is  given  to  the  connections  and  ventilation  of  sewers,  so  that  no  defects 
may  occur  later  on,  especially  in  new  houses.  We  have  some  cesspools 
which  have  to  receive  constant  attention  ; they  are  in  the  surrounding 
country  district,  where  there  is  no  sewer.  The  sewage  is  carried  to 
precipitation  tanks  by  the  river,  and  there  treated  with  lime  and 
alumino-ferric,  the  sludge  being  sold  to  faimers  for  manure.  Our 
town  is  in  a Unique  position,  as  the  fall  is  from  the  habitations  to  the 
river,  a gentle  incline  all  the  way.  There  is  a scheme  in  hand  for 
joining  some  portion  of  the  Dockyard  buildings  to  our  system. 

Housing. 

At  present  all  the  houses  are  fully  occupied,  in  consequence  of 
such  a large  amount  of  work  in  the  Koyal  Dockyard,  and  also  owing 
to  the  presence  of  so  many  military.  The  billeting  of  soldiers  has 
caused  a large  amount  of  careful  supervision,  especially  to  see  that  no 
overcrowding  takes  place,  and  that  the  houses  are  in  a cleanly  con- 
dition, that  refuse  is  removed  regularly,  also  that  w.c.'s  are  in  a satis- 
factory state. 

In  reference  to  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  there  has 
not  been  so  much  done  during  the  year  as  I should  have  wished,  as 
' the  Cbuncil  desired  me  to  stay  my  hand  until  the  eiffects  of  the  war 
have  gone  by  and  the  scarcity  of  houses  suitable  for  the  humbler  class 
is  abated,  as  turning  out  tenants  from  small  rented  haibitations  would 
ati  the  present  time  have  a tendency  to  cause  overcrowding ; but  there 
is  still  property  that  will  have  to  receive  attention  in  the  near  future. 
At  the  same  time  notices  have  to  be  served  on  landlords  to  do  certain 
repairs,  but  they  are  not  put  to  unnecessary  expense.  I consider 
tenants  should  do  their  part  in  keeping  their  houses  in  a clean  con- 
dition, and  preserve  the  property  as  far  as  lies'  in  their  power. 

The  whole'  of  the  records^  in  reference  to'  this  Act  are  fully  set'  out 
in  the  Chief  Inspector’s  report,  which  shows  the  details  of  number 
inspected  and  notices  sent. 

A full  report'  is  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  reference  to  the 
various  notices  that  are  serveid  on  owners  or  occupiers  in  reference  to 
nuisances,  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  them  thoroughly 
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up-todate.  Public  urinals,  those  attached  to  licensed  houses,  clean- 
liness of  domestic  animals,  testing  of  drains  when  re-laid,  disinfection 
of  rooms  after  cases  are  removed  to  Hospital,  are  matters  which  all 
receive  attention  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.

The  Queen's  Nurses  are  still  with  us,  doing  good  work,  cheering, 
relieving,  and  always  available^  for  the  sick,  and  it  behoves  all  who 
are  in  a position  to  give  a contribution,  however  small,  to  the  Cbm- 
mittee  who  have  the  management  of  this  important  work  to  do  so. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone,  which  is  controlled  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  his  Staff,  is  fitted  in  every  way  for  complete 
bacteriological  e'xamination.  All  outfits  and  full  particulars  can  be 
obtained  by  any  medical  man  on  application  to  the  Sessions  House, 
Maidstone. 

The  various  Camps,  Forts,  and  many  spots  where  troops  are 
congregated  have  received  periodical  visits,  especially  in  reference  to 
the  sanitary  arrangements,  ablution  places,  storage  of  food,  cook- 
houses, and  quality  of  food.  Also  special  attention  has  been  given  to 
various  canteeins  held  by  private  contractors  who  supply  food  of  various 
kinds  to!  the  troops.

I herewith  submit  for  your  cou&ideraitioii  the  Annual 
Report  of  wouk  executed  and  duties  performed  by  the  Health 
Department  in  sanitary  matters  for  this  district,  aa  required  by 
the  Public  Health  Act  and  the  Local  Government  Board.  Also 
detailed  report  of  the  inspections  and  wprk  carried  out  by  your 
Inspectors  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

Owing  to  the  depletion  of  the  Staff  and  the  Cbuncirs  desire 
that  economy  should  be  practised,  I have  condensed  the  report 
as  much  as  possible,  but  at  the  same  time  no  important  statistics 
are  omitted.

1,411  visits  were  made  to'  premises  where  recruits  were 
billeted  in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  action  taken  where 
necessary ; these  visits  do  not  include  those  made  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

In  addition  your  Inspectoir  hasi  made  several  inspections  of 
the  camps,  forts,  huts,  etc.,  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  the  various  recommendations  made  to  the  Military 
Authority  for  the  comfort  of  the  troops  and  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  camps  have  been  carried  out. 

271  visits  have  been  made  toj  Dairies. 

654  visits  have  been  made  to  Slaughter  Houses.  The  new 
Byedaws  relating  to'  the  intending  slaughtering  of  animals  be- 
tween certain  hours  came  into  operation  during  the  year.

Personally,  the  case  to  my  mind  was  quite  clear,  and  as 
already  stated  in  my  report  to*  the  Health  Committee,  if 
the  contention  as  put  forward  by  the  defendants  solicitor  holds 
good,  viz.,  that  the  premises  behind  the  shop  is  a place  where 
meat  is  deposited  vihich  is  not  for  sale,  then  I am  afraid  the 
sausage  makers  will  not'  have  any  difficulty  in  disposing  of  un- 
sound meat.

‘^The  Committee’  will  see’  that  therei  are’  a.  number  of  ouG 
standing  noticesi.  Many  of  the  houses  referred  tO’  in  this  report 
are  in  a ruinous  condition. 

During  the  wet  weather;,  waiter  can  be  seen  flowing  down  the 
walls,  noofs  are  falling  in,  drains  defective,  daylight  can  be  seen 
tlmough  many  of  the  walls  O'wing  to  their  defective  condition, 
and  food  in  places  is  being  stored  in  orange  boxes. 

The  houses  under  these  headings  are  of  the  worst  kind  and 
in  many  cases  beyond  repair.  If  the  Committeei  are  of  the 
opinion  that  any  funther  action  under  this  Act  should  be  put 
aside  till  after  the  War,  as  the  Inspector  under  this  particular 
Act,  I hope  the  notices  already  issued  will  be  allowed  to  run 
their  course,  thus  preventing  unnecessary  labour  and  giving 
effective  results  to  many  useful  statistics.” 

This  report  still  represents  my  opinion.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Miss  Black  and  GtENTlemen, — 

I beg  to'  bring  before  your  notice  the  Annual  Report  in 
accordance  with  the  Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act, 
1907,  for  the  year  1915. 

The  arrangement  for  School  Medical  Inspection  is  carried 
on  as  in  previous  years.  By  the  letter  received  from  the  Board 
of  Education  it  will  be  seen  that  they  will  be  satisfied  with  a 
shorter  report  than  before,  so'  long  as  the  main  facts  are  recorded 
of  the  work  actually  done.  The  Schools,  Departments,  and 
accommodation  are  ss  as  last  year.  The  classification  of  the 
children  inspected  was  in  accordance  with  that  laid  down  by 
the  code,  viz.,  entrants,  leavers,  and  those  of  eight  years  old  in 
1915.  Special  cases  also  received  attention,  and  re-inspections 
were  carried  out.  The  parents  who  were  present  on  these 
various  occasions  numbered  865,  and  only  a few  objected  to 
the  examination  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.

food,  and  I consider  benefit  from  the  same.  The  average 
number  attending  each  meal  is  93.  The  food  is  good,  served 
hot,  and  I think  when  the  menu  is  analysed  will  show  that  what 
is  provided  is  nourishing  for  children.

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In  comparing  the  tables  referring  to  clothing,  condition 
of  foot-gear,  and  cleanliness  or  otherwise  of  head  and  body,  I 
notice  a marked  improvement,  and  many  of  the  cases  are  those 
of  old  offenders.  During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  bring 
some  parents  before  the  Sub-Cbmmittee,  and  a.  few  before  the 
Magistrates.  If  parents  would  keep  the  hair  of  the  younger 
children  shorter,  and  plait  that  of  older  ones,  there  would  be 
much  less  trouble.  The  Health  Visitor  and  Nurse  are  both 
keeping  this  branch  of  the  work  well  to  the  front,  and  advising 
parents  to  keep  their  homes,  and  especially  bedding,  in  a clean 
condition. 

There  were  sixtv  cases  before  the  Medical  Sub-Committee, 
and  of  this  number  thirty-three  returned  to  school  in  a clean 
condition,  while  five  left  the  district.  One  joined  a private 
school,  and  twenty-one  were  cited  before  the  Magistrates,  when 
the  following  fines  were  inflicted  : —

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The  number  of  children  in  attendance  at  Treatment  Clinic 
was  in  excess  of  last  year.  This  is  specially  noticeable  in  cases 
of  Kingwormi — not  that  there  were  mo-re  cases,  but  those  in  hand 
were  brought  up  more  frequently,  so  that  they  might  have 
leg-ular  attention.  I will  now  show  the  position  in  reference  to 
numbers  of  cases  of  that  disease  : —

I still  allow  the  children  to  go  to  school  with  caps  on  when  they 
have  this  disease. 

During  routine  examiinations  there  are  still  a large  pro- 
portion of  children  who  suffer  from  enlarged  tonsils, 
adenoids,  and  ear  obstruction  in  the  form  of  wax.  All  these 
latter  cases  are  then  brought  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment;  the 
parents  of  the  two  former  are  notified,  and  if  they  require  one  a 
letter  is  given  for  the  Hospital. 

In  reference  to  any  defects  of  the  Eyes,  parents  are  notified, 
and  then  if  they  make  application  for  a Hospital  letter  it  is 
granted,  after  which  in  the  poorer  cases  the  Committee  pay  a 
proportion  of  the  cost.  Seven  children  were  provided  with 
spectacles  at  a cost  of  twenty-five  shillings. 

« 

I now  show  ai  statement  of  exclusions  and  return  to 
school  ” certificates,  which  shows  the  various  classes  of  cases  that 
have  to  receive  attention.  Any  special  cases,  such  as  those  of 
Tuberculosis  of  various  forms,  are  sent  to  the  Dispensary  estab- 
lished in  the  district,  and  expert  advice  is  given  in  reference 
to  treatment  of  same.  Others  who  may  have  diseases  which 
are  likely  to  be  of  long  duration  are  referred  to  the  family  doctor 
or  to  the  Hospital. 

Many  of  these  cases  could  derive  much  benefit  from  an  out- 
door school,  and  when  we  return  to  normal  oonditions,  I trust 
this  will  receive  due  consideration.

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Report  or  School  Dentist. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I have  pleasure  in,  submitting  my  report  for  the  Dental 
Clinic  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1915. 

Thene  has  been,  practically  no  change  in  the  routine  method 
of  work,  so  far  as  examinations  and  treatment  are  concerned, 
but  a larger  niunber  of  older  children  ha,ve  been  trteiated,  and 
the  list  of  casual  applications  for  treatment  has  increased. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  fewer  children  treated,  and 
there  ha,9  been  some  difficulty  in  getting  our  attendance  up  to 
the  average.  I attribute  this  mainly  to  the  removals  of  children 
from  the  district,  also  to  the  supervision  and  continuous  treat- 
ment of  children  who>  have  previously  attended  the  clinic. 

In  order  to-  save  time,  ai  number  of  childnen  who  have  been 
urgently  in  need  of  dental  treatment,  have  been  selected  from 
my  medical  examinations  in  the  schools. 

The  number  of  children  treated  during  the  year  who  were 
previously  treated  in  1913  was  20,  and  81  who  were  treated  in 
1914,  in  'addition  to  these  the  number  of  new  cases  was  408, 
making  a total  of  509. 

The  number  of  appointments  made  for)  which  notices  were 
sent  was  1,459 — of  this  number  1223  attended  the  clinic,  whilst 
236  did  not  attend;  in  fairness,  however,  it  may  be  said  that 
several  of  these  attended  upon  receipt  of  a,  second  notice,  still 
this  leaves  a la,rge  proportion  who  did  not  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  for  treatment. 

There  is  a fa,irly  large  increase  in  applications  for  treatment, 
either  from  parents  or  through  the  teachers  ; the  number  of 
children  attended  to  under  this  heading  amounts  to  213 ; these 
are  usually  older  children,  and  this  is  nearly  twice  the  number 
of  applications  over  those  of  the  last  year,  and  is  indicative  of 
the  interest  shown  in  the  need  for  care  of  the  teeth.  I say  this 
because  so  many  of  these  applications  were  for  conservative 
treatment,  a,nd  not  acute  dental  trouble'.

3.  Brush  thoroughly  with  a stiff  brush  dipped  in  hot  vinegar. 

4.  When  dry,  comb  the  hair  with  a fine  tooth  comb,  when  the 
nits  should  be  loosened  sufficiently  to  come  off. 

5.  The  nits  which  are  not  removed  by  this  process  should  be 
cut  out  with  a pair  of  scissors.  There  is  no  lotion  or  ointment 
which  will  remove  nits,  and  the  above  process  should  be  carried  out 
each  day  until  the  hair  is  absolutely  free  from  nits. 

6.  The  best  means  of  preventing  the  occurrence  of  lice  in  the 
hairis  to  apply  Oil  of  Sassafras  to  the  hair  at  least  twice  a week.  This 
can  be  obtained  at  any  Chemist’s.  The  hair  of  the  head  should  be  well 
combed  with  a fine  tooth  comb  every  day,  and  the  hair  should  be 
tied  back  so  that  it  does  not  lie  on  the  child’s  shoulders,  where  it  is 
easily  contaminated  if  the  child  either  sits  near,  or  plays  with  an 
infected  companion.  Provide  small  headgear  so  that  the  hats  do  not 
overlap  in  the  cloak-room.

Any  place  approved  for  the  purposes  of  Article  44  if)  or  (i)  shall  be  termed 
an  ‘ approved  place.’  ” 


The  following  Article  is  added  after  Schedule  IV.,  23:— 

“ Attendances  under  Article  44  (i). 

23*(a).  A Special  Register  must  be  kept  at  each  “ approved  place  ” at  which 
scholars  are  medically  treated  under  the  authority  of  the  Local  Education 
Authority. 

(5).  The  Special  Register  must  show  the  time  at  which  each  scholar  entered 
and  left  the  ‘ approved  place,’  the  nature  of  the  treatment,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  responsible  for  treatment,  who  must  initial  the  Register  on  each  day  on 
which  scholars  are  in  attendance  at  the  ‘ approved  place.’ 

(c)  Any  scholar  marked  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  School  who  is  found 
on  examination  of  the  Special  Register  kept  at  an  ‘ approved  place  ’ to  have  spent 
so  much  time  in  attending  the  ‘ approved  place  ’ as  in  itself  or  with  the  addition  of 
the  time  spent  in  secular  instruction  at  the  School  would  make  up  the  minimum 
period  required  for  an  attendance  under  article  43  (6)  may  have  the  letter  T entered 
inside  the  mark  of  absence.
